OVER MONTENEGRO 


Berlin Flag Bedecked--Con- 
quest of Montenegro Held 
Very Important From a 
Political Standpoint. 


Berlin, January 18—(Via Berlin.)— 
All the Berlin newspapers express great 
rejoicing at the surrender of Montene- 
gro. While the comparative unimpor- 
tance of the conquest from a military 
standpoint is not overlooked, its po- 
litical consequences, it is declared, will 
be far-reaching. 

The Tageblatt says: “One does not 
need to overestimate the significance 
of the new event. As a matter of fact, 
it is the smallest, from a military view- 
point, and politically the weakest of 
our opponents that is put out of the 
combat, and jts surrender affects only 
a tiny portion of the mighty fronts held 
by the allied armies. But the conse- 
quences of this capitulation go far be- 
yond the borders of its direct military 
meaning. . It says to all the peo- 
ples of the earth that Nicholas prefers 
to place his future fate in the hands of 
his enemies rather than to entrust it 
further to the huge junion of powers 
with which he up to then was bound 
for life or death.”

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170 WILL BE FIRST? 
Georgia is already promised an intensely 
interesting, and perhaps somewhat exciting, 
race for governor. 


In this connection there is a real oppor- 
tunity before some candidate. Who will be 
the first man in this contest to say to the 
3 people that he will put it squarely up to the 
_* legislature to enact a statute which will 
prevent or prohibit the state banks or per- 
sonal agencies of Georgia from charging not 
only usurious, but, in many cases, extor- 
tionate rates of interest? Who will be the 
first to demand that the practical authority 
Bow given by the laws of the state for euch 
extortion shall be withdrawn? 

Under the Georgia laws any bank, corpo- 
‘ration or person lending money is allowed to 
~ @harge as much a 8 per cent interest; any- 
thing beyond that is usury. And yet loans 
made within the state, not only In the past, 
but today, are often made on a basis of 
actual robbery. 

This charge cannot be laid, of course, at 
the doors of the majority of Georgia’s state 
banks. But unquestionably there are many 
of them, particularly inthe country districts, 
which have been in the habit of charging 
rates far above those permitted by statute. 
We have it direct from the office of the 
federal comptroller of the currency that 
some national banks in Georgia have made 
Yoans to farmers at a rate of interest even 
‘As high as 100 per cent. If national banks 
in the country districts have done this, we 
may conclude that when opportunity offered, 
the state banks, at least, have followed suit. 
There are those among them which have, 
without doubt, gone to the limit in the mat- 
ter of collecting high interest charges. 

5 But the federal authorities have no con- 
trol over state banks. They are seemingly 
at liberty to continue these practices until 
the state itself shall call a halt. 

This brings us back to the question: 
What candidate for governor will be the 
firet to denounce this practice and demand 
a remedy for it? All of them have, or say 
they have, the interests of the people at 
heart. Here is a question which directly 
@omcerns farmers all over Georgia, as well 
‘as many other citizens who at times have 
dealings with the banks. There are various 
ways in which remedy may be devised. The 
legislature might direct the state treasurer 
to keep an open record book of every loan 
made dy a state bank, wherever located, 
which exceeds the recognized legal rate. 
This is one way; there are no doubt several 
others.

THE FATE OF MONTENEGRO. 

In laying down her arms and uncondi- 
tionally suing for peace, Montenegro has 
acted solely in self-defense. 

Montenegro was drawn unwillingly into 
the war. Her support and influence were 
naturally and necessarily thrown on the side 
of the entente allies. These failed shame- 
fully to protect the tiny state, notwithstand- 
ing the importance of its position. Lying 
upon the Adriatic, just across from Italy, 


was simply a matter of transporting suffi- 
cient troops to prevent the Teutonic in- 
vasior, of which there was more than abun- 
dant advance notice. : 

But Italy failed to help, and Montenegro 
fell an easy prey to the Teutonic powers. 

Every failure in the performance of-a 
recognized duty carries with it a penalty. 
Italy will necessarily suffer for its failure 
to send the needed assistance to Montene- 
gro. Presuming that Italy captures Trieste 
and the entire Austrian seaboard as it was 
constituted prior to the Montenegrin cam- 
paign, there still remains Montenegro in 
Teuton hands and abreast of her, across the 
Adriatic. 

An of this could have aden! averted by 
prompt action in sending adequate forces to 
the aid of the diminutive Adriatic’ ‘state, 
Which, for 1 of it, has been: ground be- 
tween the upper and nether © millstones. 
It is simply another case of the old story of 
allied ‘inefficiency - To late!“ 

But, by the world at large, the attitude 
ot the Teutonic powers toward Montenegro 
will be weighed with significance. © 
dering unconditionally, and suing for the 
best terms of peace that Germany and Aus- 
tria are willing to grant, the action of the 
victorious powers. with regard to the de- 


first definite and substantial indication ‘of 


regard to peace terms. Viewed in this light, 
the Surrender of Montenegro creates one 
of the’ critical phases of the European war. 

Teutonic annexation of Montenegro would 
not only be indicative of a grasping German 
policy, but would mean a more determined 
than ever prolongation of the war. At the 
same time, the German states cannot pos- 
sibly, with their own interests in view, re- 
store Montenegrin autonomy until the war 
ends. In view of the possible fall of Trieste, 
they must hold that outlet to the Adriatic 
as long as it is essential to them. 

But beyond the use, pending the war 
period, of the outlet through Montenegro 
to the Adriatic sea, there is no apparent 
reason why other burden or punishment 
should be put upon the little mountain state. 

While the failure to protect Montenegro 
from Teutonic invasion will condemn the 


ernment, in the eyes of the world, equally 
important and as far-reaching judgment will 
be based upon Teutonic treatment of the 
captured country.

Measured by the numbér of persons em- 
ployed, what is the country’s biggest manu- 
facturing industry? Lumbering, with its 
48,000 sawmills, its $1,000,000,000 investment 
in these plants and its employment of 605,000 
men to operate them. “This does not include, 
says The Nation’s Business, the standing tim- 
ber, which brings up the total investment to 
$2,500,000,000. This industry furnishes rail- 
roads with a traffic income amounting to 
$200,000,000 A year. Yet lumbering is one of. 
the most depressed ‘of industries and seems 
to be the victim of its own helplessness be- 
cause of uncontrolled competition. In the yel- 
low pine industry, which comprises more than 
half of the lumber produétion,. chao’ has re- 
sulted from the ouster proceedings of the 
Missouri supreme court, bringing prices down

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STORM IS BRA VED 
BY COAST GUARD 
TO SAVE 17 LIVES 


Ludington, Mich., January 18.—Brav- 
ing one of the fiercest storms of the 
winter, the crew of the Ludington coast 
guard this afternoon tossed for four 
hours over heavy seas in a blinding 
snowstorm and landed safely on shore 
17 of the crew of 40 of the stranded 
car ferry Pere Marquette 19. It was 
a spectacular rescue. With the surf

Says Mr. Murphy: “The cause of 
most premature failures of solid mo- 
tor truck tires can be traced back to 
one big cause—momentary overload- 
ing. By the exercise of a little care 
and forethought, a good share of this 
trouble can be ended and operators 
will not only secure increased ‘mile- 
age, but will reduce the number of 
lay-ups for changes of tires, and avoid 
controversies over adjustments. 

“Rubber is a substance with posst- 
bilities too vast to enumerate, but as 
with any good thing, it has its Umita- 
tions. For example, a rubber band 
can be ‘stretched repeatedly, be used 
over and over again, and still retain 
its elasticity and strength. But if— 
even once—you stretch that rubber 
band beyond its limits of elongation, 
it snaps. This illustrates the prin- 
ciple of getting service from solid 
tires. Motor truck tires are built in 
load capacity per wheel, 

Running Risks. 

It you overload your machine beyond 
that point, or shift your load so that 
undue weight rests upon one wheel, 
you are running risks. The rubber 
in the tire, as the load weight in- 
creases, becomes displaced to both the 
left and the right. Up to a certain 
point the tire will endure this, and 
spring back into normal shape as 
soon as the weight on that spot is re- 
Seer when a motor truck is run- 
n A 

“Another common experience results 
from the use of small dual tires, such 
as the 2%, 3 and 3%-inch sizes. Run- 
ning on a crowned road, the inner duals 
must bear more weight than the outer 


jduals. This effects an overload with 


consequences such as enumerated above, 
Furthermore, striking bad spots in the 


bear the brunt of the entire load on 
that wheel, the other dual being for 
an instant relieved of pressure. 

“This crushing weight upon the small 
unit has a most diastrous effect. Good- 
rich engineers Have given much study 
to these conditions.

But we know 
that first one unit, and then the other, 
is bearing the strains alone which the 
two units together are intended to 
withstand. By combining this divided 
endurance into a single unit, the great- 
er factor of safety is self-evident, 
to a eertain tire width. We do no 
recommend, however, the use of single 
tries wider than seven inch nor 
duals smaller than four inches. Single 
tires of excessive width have not yet 
reached the point of perfection.

GERMAN Y WANTS CANADA 
IF VICTORIOUS IN WAR 


i ks Ont., January 18.—James 
Lougheed, overnment leader in the 
senate, declared in a speech in the 
upper house of parliament today that 
Germany was known to desire posses- 
|! sion of Canada as a prize of war should 
she be victorious in the present con- 
flict. Some Canadians, he said, could 
not yet realize that Canada was in as 
great ae as Great Britain or any 
| of her al 

Sir Lougheed asserted that German 
spies had compiled and filed in the 
archives of their government more 
complete information upon the natural 
and developed resources of Canada 
than was possessed even by the do- 
minion government. He expressed the 
belief that Germans living in the Unit- 
ed States would be glad to aid in the 
capture of Canada. 

If the allies’ lines were broken and 
avenues opened upon the seas, the 
speaker prophesied, German troops 
would be landed upon the shores of 
Canada and the dominion’s southern 
border would be crossed by reservists 
living in the United States. To pre- 
vent such a contingency, he said, 
Canadians should exert themselves to 
the utmost to aid Great Britain. 


LEITER AND LAMB AGREE

New Orleans, La., January 18.— The 
suit of Garret E. Lamb, Clinton, Iowa, 
millionaire, filed in federal court here 
Saturday against Joseph Leiter, Chicago 
millionaire, to recover Mr. Lamb's 
houseboat, the “Summer Girl,” was 
withdrawn today after an amicable 
settlement had been reached.
